TKdi^f it of printing is corning into 
wideaprbad prominence in the educa- 
tion of the deaf uiid dumb. 

There are at present twenty deaf- 
innt« icstitations in the United 
which profess to give instrnction in 
the "art preservative." Aside from 
tho great advantages afforded in an 
educational point of view, the value 
of this branch of industry in enabling 
the pupil to earn a comfortable living 
in after life i^ generally admitted, and 
it ia t^e duty of those in charge of 
the various printing departmc nts to 
■ee tiiat great care is taken to give 
the mute apprentices proper and 
thorongh iDHtruclion. 

One aerioos drawback is the short 
peridd-of apprenticeship which the 
deaf-mute pupil generally serves. 
After mastering llie case, and learn- 
ing to set reprint with a tolerable de- 
gree of accuracy and rapidity, he 
thinks he has learned the whole busi- 
ness and ia anxious to get a place 
oatsirle, where he fondly imagines he 
can earri an untold amount of money. 
Bat. if he carries his desire into prac- 
tice, be generally finds his mistake. 
His downfall from a self-satisfied 
printer, to a tenth-rate type-lifter is 
complete. His spirit is subdued, and 
meekaess takes the place of what was 
puffed-np vanity. Results like this 
injure not only the actor, but those 
of hfs dass who aspire to follow a 
liko calliiig. 

The term of apprenticeship slioald 
cover at least a period of five years, 
which is none too long to enable a 
deaf mute to acquire a thorough 
knowledge of everything connected 
with printing, as will be patent U> 
the taost obtuse mind, when we con- 
sider the innumerable details — tri- 
fling, perhaps, but all combining to- 
gether to strengthen and perfect the 
knowledge which an apprentice must 
acqiira ere lie ctn hops to fi^^aie as 
a thoroughly competent and practical 
journ*yman printer. 

Theduties of an apprentice in the 
early part of his career are of great 
importance, and should be assiduous- 
ly performed by him ; for if the ap- 
parentiy insignificant work which 
be 18 expected to do at the be- 
ginning is overlooked or neglected, 
he will assuredly have cause to re- 
gret it in after years. As in building, 
•o in printing ; the foundation munt 
be firm and secure, or the whole 
fltraotore will be liable at any mo- 
ment to come down with a crash, and 
overwhelm the delinquent in the 
debris of coofaiiion. 

There ia no " royal road" to skill 
in the " art preservative." The tyro 
must note and practice for himself. 
Always aiming to do everything in an 
efficient manner, and with the least 
possible oecnpation of time; tboagh 
•peed shrnild not at first be the ob 
ject of the apprentice. I^t him work 
neatly and well, and, when this qnali- 
ity has been obtained, economy of 
time will quickly assert its right to 
have a viM'mi in the matter. If ef 
ficiency is obtained, swiftness will 
come of its own accord ; bat that 
quickness can never be secured un- 
iess pt4ol«d by skill.

cut the end of hiH tongue repeatedly 
ngainKt tiie nhai-p edge of a liroken 
toolli. Tliere linnlly appeared what 
be at firnt HUppowed to be a white 
spot of canker. Little attention was 
paid to it, until gradually it begin to 
trouble and aitnoy him to Hiich .in ex- 
tent that he H<jnght a phyhician. An 
exatuinalion prove the white Hjx^t of 
canker to be what is termedf u ntone 
cancer. Much suffering followed, 
when its removal whh deteruiined 
upon. The cancer developed rapidly 
during the four dayH before r,he one 
selected for the operation, and swelled 
HO enornaouKly an to till the moutli an<l 
preveut articulation. The pniii wan 
intenHo. At the hospital tho patient 
was first etherized, and then had nil 
his teeth extracted. Tlie tongue 'waH 
drawn aw far forward and out/ of the 
mouth as poHHihle. An electric wire 
was then placed clo.se to tho rootH 
and, ujion the application of a jiower- 
ful curi-enl of electricity, the tongue 
wiia severed through and off. The 
operation wan entirely HUoceHsfnl. 
Dr. (Jheever, whoso tipecialty is the 
treat<!mont of cancerH, had immediate 
direction. The party wuh under the 
infliKtnce of (^thcr two hourn and a 
half. J}ut the most curious part of 
the case Ih in the fact that th«^ patient 
converHcs easily without his tongue, 
making himwelf readily understood. 
The fact that a mni\ can and doen 
talk without a tongue is hard for the 
doctor to understand, and the patient 
is the siibjoct of nincli curious Hjieciiltt- 
tion. Ue is in a fair way to wholly 
recover, providing no further cancr^r- 
ous development jircHents. 

I'Conimontator" to" Leater ITIontroae." 

The JofiKNAi. of January 20th, has 
a cohinin of explo.sivo r(;ading niattei; 
from the pen of a College student 
Hlirouded in tin; name of " I^finler 
Montrose," which purports to be a 
reply to an article fi'om tho under- 
signed, as appeared in the JonnNAi, 
of January 13Lh. First of all, I de- 
sire it U> bii understood that the pot 
spilling from "Lisrer Montryse " was 
both unnecessary and foreign to the 
subject of my article, which bore re- 
lation directly to an academy for fe- 
tnale deaf inut(!H. My remarks con- 
cerning the graduates of tho Nation- 
al ('ollege wer«! given merely aw 
points of argumimt, and if they of 
fend(!d any one it must be those only 
who are classed among those whom 
we justly condemn. It rather aH- 
tonmlies mo that " Lcstfir " lacked 
the intelligence to distingriish the 
8ul)j(^ct from the pre.licate — or rather 
(UivnitionH from the subject —in the 
aforesaid article, whieth was headi^d. 
■*' What of a Si'ininary ?" and that he 
should come out in defence of a suh- 
je(!t uncalled for. In reply to " Les- 
ter's " communication, is the follow- 
ing: 

1. 1 am charged with saying, iu- 
(Urrclly — no, not saying, but writing, 
for I delivered my oraticn (t) in 
written language — that tho deaf-mute 
college at VVashiiigton is of no 
practical use whatever, (Good gra- 
cious I) and that its graduates are 
uselcHs, conceited, puffod up men. 
" LoHter " will please to first prove 
that I did " indirectly " say tlio 
graduates were uselicss human be- 
iiigK. The very idea is absurd, from 
the fact that a mnn can never bo uhc; 
less so long as his limbs are loft to 
biin, no matter how flonoeited or 
brainless he may be. I do not deny 
having imptie<1 that a good ratio of 
our College giaduates are " conceited 
and piifled-up,'' and not only this, 
but X reiterate the statement once 
more. I never said all College 
graduates were " eouceited, ]>ufred- 
op, etc.'' I just had the goodnesH to 
ask " how many were not nfllietod 
with tho dlHeaHc," etc. It is to bo 
regretted that "Lester" did not 
have the good sense to ponder a little 
before he took up his ini^lity pen, or 
to oblige us by counting the number 
of "conceited .ind puffed up" gentle- 
Oien who fjelong to his fraternity. 
Justice to all concerned obliges me to 
»ay that there are some (JoUege 
graduates who ure not Hiibjects of 
ridicule and coiiti nq)t, and that there 
are three or four for whom I cherish 
fc»<OingH of tho highest respect. 

2. In regard to the National Con 
vention. I havv been well posted, 
and am conscious of tho fact that 
lilicro wuH about an tqiialily of Col- 
lege and nou-Coihige men elected of- 
ficers. Also, I believe that I have 
ijot forgotten that Mr. George, of 
Chicago, vim the only C.dh.'ge 
graduate that " wrote and delivcreil 
papers," while five non-('ollego Kun- 
ijernen acquitted thouiHulvi-it of ilm 
same tusk. J3ut what of all thin? 
All is purely luutish affairs at which 
I did not aim. When I wrote "'dis 
tingiiiHhed deaf mntt^s who havo 
hrouKht us to piiV)li(! favor," I did 
not deHignate fami! and favor that i.s 
confined to the deaf and dumb. No, 
not a bit of it. I m<'ant juHt what 
iny words carry with them -public 
favor -r.e., favor from what is (sailed 
the hearing world. I wiis fully awai'o 
that we havo our It-gion of mutes 
known in the land of rnntedoiu ; but. 
there are few miiteH of (ircminoncc; 
known among the hearing ciasseH, na 
tionally and not locally. The Collego 
graduates, whom " LoHter " named as 
lieiiig "diHiinguiHlied," are known 
only aniong deaf muUss, or tho locality 
whereiti ihiy reside. They hiivo not 
yet dons anyliiing to " render illustri 
ous deaf mutes as a dnss and bring 
them to public fiivor." The several 
well-known non college gentlemen 
whom I mentioned as being more or 
IflsH distingnislier] are the only onc^s 
that enjoy a re)>utation of a national 
charHcti.r, lliongh their fame does not 
exldud all over the Uuion.

3. Another iustunce of making one 
say what he never did. When I wrote 
that many of the graduates were 
mere 'teachers or othorwisf; the subor- 
dinati! to others, no dingrace was 
nx^ant, as "L(!Hter" knows full well. 
Sucli positions are verj' honorable. 
What wnH meant is this; that mutes 
with a (uillcge education mi/jht to be 
soiiK'thing else than tho servants of 
others, oonsidering their supposed 
advaiitaoRW. T 

4. If "Leslor" concludes that because 
the word " suborctinate" was used in 
reference to college graduntes, and I 
at the Harao time adtnitted the fa<!t 
that there are college graduate-mute- 
teacliers, that my remarks Were 
cliaraclerlize(hwith inconsistency, he 
muHt be a poor hand at iirgument. 
Because one is a teacher does it neces- 
sarily follow that he has no disinclina- 
tion to asHociate freely with mutttB 
'otiTsiDK of the school wherinn he is 
emiiloyedl But for my distate for 
pi^rsonality 1 might name "cvei'al deaf- 
mute t<'achors and others who are 
graduates of the college that have a 
"disinclination lo awsociate freely witli 
their less gifted brethren." As it is, 
it is not necessary, for any observing 
nuite can readily tell who they are. 
Jlemember the swetit little word out- 
siuK. Wc always look to tho " great- 

st" nnd not the "common" as a stan- 
dard from whieh to draw concliwiona 
or form opinions. 

5. I am not disparaging a college 
education in the leanl, and but for the 
nnexpecteil appi^araiice of tho " reply," 
this subject would not have been writ- 
l((Ti. Nor is it any part of my inten- 
tion to prolong tho diKcuission unless 
t^ome one sees fit to twist my language 
Into other Ki(,'-nifieation as "Lester" 
has done, or otherwise cause a daJensa 
on my part imperative. I found fault 
with not the colhige, but with most of 
itH graduates. TIih college and its 
instructors are all right so far as 
education is concerned, but its stu- 
deniH and gradUatcH can find plenty 
of ways for improvement.

Ami new comes a,iiolher who thinks 
it iiicumbc'it upon him to make a public 
display of his narrow-minded jignor 
aricc, prejudice and self-oonceit. 

Ho citinot comment upon a subject 
that is just now attracting the atten- 
tion 9f mutes, without going out of 
his w,ay to attack tlie Deaf- Mute 
Goliege, its students and graduates. 

Ho displays Ids ignorance and 
prejudice "l.aimnitably "' when he says, 
"it is true that most of tho graduates 
of our National College would have 
been belter men if tliey were not what 
thpy are;" which, I suppose, that the 
aforesaid graduates would now bo bet- 
ter men if they had never attended the 
('ollege. He then goes ou to a.sk. 
."How nirtny of them are not afflicted 
with tho disease of coiiceitcdncss,,and 
consequent disinnlinatioti, to asKOciii/c 
ruKFJ.v with their less gifted breth 
ron ?" Ah ! there's the rub f " Com- 
Oientator" is, no doubt, one of those 
tiresome people, dcst,itute of ideas, 
.whose sole talk is about himself, "his 
sist^i'B and his cousins and his aunts," 
luijl it is no wonder that a College 
graduate, either hearing , or unite, 
should feel "disinclined to associate 
freely " with him. He must be con- 
tent to "associate froely" with persons 
of his own mental calibre. 
■ Tho "disinclination to associate 
freely'^ with persons of that class so 
far from being a proof of conceited- 
nejss is a proof of mental superiority ; 
for wise man do not "jissociato freely" 
wilh fools and igaoramuses, ho>vever 
willing they may be to aid them or be 
»mused for a time by. them ; they have 
a better and laore profitable use for 
their time. A man is known by the 
company he keeps, in a mental as well 
ns a moral sense. But I defy "Coiu- 
meiilator '' to name a single graduate 
of the Deaf-Mute (A)llege who refuses 
tO|greet a fellow mute (no matter how 
lowly) kindly, and pass tirt ' tiuio of 
diiiy with him, or one who refuses to 
speak to a mute simply because ho is 
"less gifted." Out with his name, 
"Commentator," that be may be 
branded as unfit to bear the ii;inic of 
a grail 11, ite of the College. One can 
bo kind, polite and considerate to 
those "less gifted," as you call it, 
without "associating freely" with 
them. Wasliingtou did not consider 
it beneath hiiu to lift lijs hat and re- 
turn the salute of a negro, but did he 
"associate y'ret'/?/" with them'? 

Does "Commentator" pretend to .say, 
that "Messrs Booth, Emery, 'Widd, 
Miss Fuller and "Howard Glyndou" 
would )t.ot be "better men (and wo- 
men) and members of society" if they 
hail received the benefits of a oo'dege 
trainingt I will venture to sn^ that 
every one of them feela the lack of 
it, and knows that his or her useful- 
ness would be greatly increased if 
they had been able to avail them 
solves oi such a training. They have 
made their reputations i« xpiie of the 
lack of a collegiate course, whi '.li only 
proves that they would havj done 
much better with it. They do not, 
like "Commentator," aflfoct to despise 
and sneer at such an iiid to llieir nsc- 
fulnoss. Yoii only display your 
narrow miudednesB and self conceit 
by hunting at such a po.ssiliility, and 
each of these persons will tell you so 
to your face, if you sliould have the 
efTrontry to insinuate as !!in,'!i m 
their presence. 

Among the Btudeni.ts, ihvie ,n-'. no 
doubt, some who are "pufftd \i\>." 
You will find such iu au. colleges, 
but increased knowledge brings iu- 
treased humility ; for the morti a man 
learns the more he discovers- how 
little of the vast stores of knowledge 
he can hope to appropriate oven with 
the best efforts of a lifetime, and iiow 
much he must leaVe untoucheil ; and 
by the time he graduatea his putTed- 
upishiiess has about viinisbed. You 
must not mistake a Freshman or 
Sophuiaore for a graduate. It is 
more than likely that "C." haaimbibed 
his e.«tini;ition of the Colh.ge lind ii.t* 
gradu.ites from. some "I'rep.'" who 
attempted to get into the College 
proper and failed or was expelled, 
and who now goes about claiming to 
have been a Ktudent in the College 
and to have left on account of "ill 
ht.allh" or "want of means." There 
ar<! quite a number of such, in fact 
tlioy outnumber tho graduates, — 
"For many are called, but few are 
chosen," wh»4^h only proves tho high 
standard of the college — and tlicy do 
a great deal to prejudice sudi short 
sighted persons as " C." against the 
('oUege. And here lot me loll ymi 
that I too have noticed .\ "prejudice" 
iigrtin.-st the College among mines ; but. 
1 have don«i more, 1 have siarohed for 
the cause and noted among whom it 
' ia "prevalent," and 1 Lave iuvaii»bly 



found that it is entirely wanting 

among intiilligont mutes — for instance, 
such as you name — and is only j>rev- 
alent among those who would have 
no chance whatever in such an Institu- 
tion, and the lower down you go in 
scale of intelligence the more bitter 
lUes this prejudice become. I can 
only account for it on the theory that 
" Misery loves company, " or that 
" sour grapes hang higli." 

Now as to the " philanthi'opy '" and 
'.' disinterested nesfi,'' by whii'b= ;'C", 
ficts so much store. 1 du liof "krtow- 
(wlwt his dufinitioH Af>"l'liJ''*"Mu*)py" 
may 1m>, and 1, can only arrive at ^t 
inferentially from his remarks, and it 
is evident from them that ho points to 
all the persons named, in his article as 
examples of what pbihiuthropists are, 
and "ex-college " mutes should be in 
ihfif line. Well, lot ns see. 

Did Mr. Bootli go West and start a 
t!evvspaj)er and accumulate wealth out 
of pure " pbilanthro})y " t Not much, 
lie would not be worth a red cent 
now if he had, " Howard Glyndon " 
lias established an enviable repiita- 
tiop by her })en ; but if "C" were to 
;isk her if she writes from philan- 
thropic and disinterested motives 
alone, she would laugh in bis face, 
Kitto wrote a Bible history whiiih 
anyone would be prinid of, ;iud was 
paid for it. P]meiy has written books 
which he sells for cash, Will "Com- 
mentator ■' please point out in tliei?« in- 
stances, of his own choosing, where 
the "disiutt:restedii08s " and 'dis- 
tinguished philanthropy" come in? 
But enough of this. All of these per- 
sons have done a geat deal of good, 
for which they justly deserve and 
obtain much credit, but they do not 
iiiTogate to themselves motives which 
they never had, or credit which does 
not 1^'long to them, ,')e..1 ui i r-'i^cnt 
jour impertinence. 

Philanthropists are mu iii,k1h by 
colleges, they are, like poet*, born. 
Did you ever hoar of a College of 
Philanthropy'? I never did ; and the 
Doaf-Mute (College is not one. Hut 
if it d.^es not turn out Philanthropists, 
which "0" seems to think should be 
its chief end, it does send forth 
graduates who are better equii^pedfor 
Iho buttle of life than when they en- 
tered ; who iiTe the peers of an;;^ mnte 
in the world, and who are, even now, 
rendering themselves illustiioua as 
vien. I could name some of them for 
"C's," benefit, but they would not 
thank me for so doing, and if he is 
pot blinded by prejudice, ho can 
easily find out their names for him- 
self.

We do not wish to speak disparag- 
ingly of a project which to many seenais 
KO ('ommendablo, but there appears to 
be at present little hope that il can be 

< arried out. We, wbo are most inter 
ested can find strong BrgumcntB in its 
favor, can we, however, secure the int,er- 

< st and assistance of tliose whose influ- 
ence and co-operation (ure necessary in 
order that the Seminary may be e«- 
tablished ? In all the state schoolB for 
deaf mutes in thiB country, the bo^'s 
end girls receive instruction together, 
and there may be no need of a separate 
institution when the pupils enter up<m 
a collegiate education. The college 
lit Washington is unquestionably large 
( nongh to receive such young ladies 
IIS .at present desire a higher educa- 
tion than is afforded at the state 
i-choots. If, however, the number 
should increase so rapidly ns to over- 
crowd tlie college, should they he ad- 
mitted there, the need of a young ladies 
Heitiinary might then 'be recognized by 
tunny who at present fail to take any 
interest in the matter.

EnrroR Journai, : — Th^ holidays ape 
over at last, and everything has set 
tied down into the regular routine. 
The pupils with the exceiition of a 
few who were detained by snow, re- 
turned promptly on Monday, .Jan. 3d. 
and on Tuesday school opeue<l, and 
*incc then nothing has occurred to 
interrupt the school work. 

There is n large ice pond hi the 
neighborhood of the Institution from 
which the "Spring Fountain Ice " is 
obtained, and for the past tvvo weeks 
the pupils have spent their leisure 
time in skating there; all except the 
unhappy few who either have not 
mastered the art of skating, or who 
are so unfortunate ns not to possess .a 
pair of skates. These luckless onps 
hive been obliged to content them- 
selves witb sliding. 

This reminds us of a remark, once 
made by a young la ly to a snob, wbo 
persisted in following her about on the 
slotting rink, reyfardless of her endea- 
vors to have him understand that his 
presence was not welcome. Being 
a.sked by her if he could skate, he sor- 
rowfully replied that ho could not, but 
added more cheerfully that he ooiild 
.«.7/r/r; whereupon she coolv replied: 
'• I think yon had better^ xltde tlien," 

But the [)ond here has not i)roved 
wholly unattractive even to those to 
whou»» skat ing is"sonr grapes," for 
they have found it very interesting to 
watch the process of culting and 
nacking the ice. When the ice ^s suf- 
ficiently thick, it is cut into blocks of 
uniform size, about two feet long and 
one feet wide, by means of an ice cut- 
ter drawn by a horse. Thcj cutter 
passes back and forth on th(> ice, the 
■»hort chisels cutting about an inch 
deep at each passage. When the ice 
has been cut abmt half way througli 
in each direction, wedges are insert- 
ed into the grooves, and the blocks 
separated from each Other. They are 
then floated to the bank, and are elevat- 
ed by machinery into the ice house 
which is built as near as possible to 
the water e.lfvo. 

Before school closed tor tho holiday 
vacatioa. Prof. Westervelt distributed 
among the pupi's printed circulars, 
addressed to the pareiitst in which be 
expressed iiis intention of forming a 
cabinet, and to this end he rtquosted 
the friends of the pupils to send to 
tho In.stilutTon any specimen they 
could find at or near home, Huch as 
stones, bits of wood and b'lvk, Inigs. 
but tertlies, c<»coons, etc. Tho number 
and quality of the specimoiis which 
were brought wore vtry good, con- 
siiloring the tacts that there were only 
two weeks of mid-winter in which to 
make the coUccUons. The children 
hope to be able to fimd many finer 
sperimons during- their summer Vaca- 
tion of (wo months, when (he adv.in- 
l.ages for hunting up curiosities will bo 
much greater. The strings are to be put 
itu slielves in the elasii rooms, i,.iid will 
be a gre;it aid in the object t<i\o'hing. 
which is the method employed hen' iu 
iiistnii'ling the yonn^'er pupils. vVe 
hope to liave a tine collection in a few

In these schools the dishes are 
soiled (t), house turned upside down, 
floor dirtied, etc., on pur{>oee, and 
tlien a girl or so is required to waith up 
the dishes, clean up house, scrub 
floor and all elsti under the direction 
of tho cook-teacher in order to siiow 
the girls how to do the work in nil 
{(s details and to hnltituat^ thmn to it, 
and so on to the end of tho chapter. 
True, this is not all imsginary work, 
«s there is artificially-made-woik on 
purpose which gives some real work, 
Vi^t it IS called " going through the 
and I su|>pobe most of your 

, , nt readers were aware of thih 

and would rightly understand what I 
meant. However. I hope this wiU 
enable them to see what wiu* meant, 
and that T am no more in favor of 
going tlircMigh tho motions than they 
are when there is plenty of tho rial 
work of the kind needed to instruct 
and drill boys and girls in, in anti- 
" yankee " style.

And as I w:m> »ery glad 
when the Rome School first sprung 
Up, aa one greatly needed, I am 
doubly rejoiced now that it is such ?, 
excellent school for mutes, eapocia 
for (lie girls. 

True, the supply for par excelient 
ti'achers, good cooks, neat house- 
keepers, and faithful servants, has 
never been equal to the demand in 
the past and m.ay not for a long ways 
in the future, yet I do not see that 
this is no reason for not increasing 
the supply, even with inuteH. Tho 
world would Iw actually A^//«f. if it had 
just one more pur fxtelhiit teacln-r, 
cook and huusekee)>er. And if evory 
Slat*i mute school can give the world 
but one each, by earneat efforts to 
in.iku all of their oiut^ female pupils 
such, they will he doing the world a 
at favor and diseliHrge their dtft.y

Our visit there 
waa a very enjoyable one, and it was 
delightful to see once more tlie Prin- 
cipal, wliom we had not seen for 
yeara, and whom we found was as 
Iiule and hearty as formerly. His 
pupils have been afflicted with tlie 
dreaflful disease called diphtiieria 
which has been contagious amon? 
them ; but with the utmost care of 
nurses and physicians tiio 8|)reud of 
tlie diseivse wiis fortunately checked, 
and the inmates were safe. Most of 
them were away sjiendin^ the holi- 
days with their parents. Mr. Wes- 
tervelt kindly invited us to take a 
sleigh ride down to the city which we 
accepted, and rode behind his splen- 
did team whose speed and giii<;efui 
actions were much admired. We do 
not wonder that the owner is proud 
of them. 

Now we would do great injustice to 
the Rome Institution should we be 
silent and not say any thing of it, as 
we made a visit there last November, 
just after General Garfield's victory. 
During our visit, we were mostly in 
the company of Prof. .S. N. Benedict, 
a speaking teacher and supervisor of 
the little boys, and the reason why 
we preferred to be in his company 
was bec^inse he used to live not far 
from Woleott since he has grown 
to manhood, when he was called to 
fill a ViMJiincy as a tetkclier.

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The Uila.n Conference.

The convention of instructors of 
deaf-mutes at Milan, in the autumn 
of 1880, attnictcd go little general 
attention that the name conveys no 
idea at all to many general readers 
who rather pride themselves on kecji- 
ing uj) with the times and having at 
least a general acquaintance with 
what has been going on all over the 
world. 

The fact is that in one sense the 
convention was of decided imporlance 
while from another point of •, icw it 
wa** sufficiently trifling. If a real 
authoritative expression of tho latent 
views of the teachers is expected, the 
convention was a failure, for it was 
singularly one-sided, and WiUJ very 
largely given to the passing of reso- 
lutions in favrir of what is known asor- 
al instniction of deaf-tniites, in opjiosi- 
tion to the old m'-fhod by signs, which 
bns been the il b.-isis o! ne.ir- 

ly all that ha' . /ne for this un- 
fortunate class until within a few 
years. The failure of the convention 
to deserve in any full sense its title of 
international may be seen at onct! 
from the fiwjt that of tho one hundred 
and sixty-four members, eighty-seven 
were Italian and fifty-oix French, 
with only eight repr h from 

Eiinland and five f i ■ United 

States. The five American delegates 
represented fifty-one schools conUiin- 
ing over 6,0<K> jinpils, a greater 
number than were, rojiresentcd l*y all 
the remaining one hundred and fifty- 
nine '! •

Miliin, the place chosen for the coun- 
cil, has two large deaf-mute schools, 
both of which have for Konie Icn 
years necii conducted on this system. 

It should perhaps be said in ex- 
planation of the importance attached 
to this formal expression, that the 
question between the two methods 
has occupied a very prominent 
place in the deliberation.s of deaf-mute 
ne.ichers for a number, of years. Jn 
America the tendency is very si lor- 
ly in favor of the sign method, Vi ...oh 
prevails in mo.-st of the institutions, 
and is generally held to y'wAd the Ije.-it 
re.snlts in all but exceptional cases. 
For those, provision is made in many 
Institulions that follow the sign 
method. a.H for instance at tho Ameri- 
can Asylum where a teacher of articu- 
lation is employed for the benefit of 
the small number, who after trial, 
are found to advance well on thi.s 
plan. In England the new method is 
more generally in u.se, and in Italy 
iind Oermany it is the prevailing 
|>lan, while it has also a considerable 
foothold in France and is very 
earnestly advocated by a certain Pan's 
society. 

It is then a question for fair uiKCiis- 
■sion, and whichever party attempts to 
force a verdict in its favor gives 
immediate ground for a susjiicion of 
its inherent strength. 'J'his Milan 
convention was undoubtedly arninged 
to put the stamp of approval of u 
niominally important body on the fa- 
vored by those who were charged 
with arranging it, and its verdict is 
therefore of no pnu^tical value. It is 
boeauHe of the ajiparent imporlance 
and real nothingness of its resolutions 
and votes, mostly turning on this one 
subject, that it is worth while to c.ill 
attention to the circumstances of its 
organization and the composition of its 
meniiiership, esjiecially as it has been 
[larticulaiy praised for its rcjire.-onta- 
i,ive charact.er by journals shat should 
bo bettor informed.
